fital  diseases  in  the  household. 

It  is  both  filthy  and  disgusting  to  good 
ta-te  to  allow  these  plncts  lo  go  uncleaned 
until  far  into  the  summer,  and  something

was  no  higher  reason.  But  this  consider- 
ation amounts  to  nothing  compared  with 
that  which  relates  to  the  eflect  on  the 
henlth  of  those  who  live  near  enough  to 
be  influenced  by  such  neglect.

USEFUL  AND  SUGGESTIVE. 


Flax  Caltnre  uid  Threahiiiff. 


A  coBnHei'OMDBNT  of  the  Boitoii  Jour- 
nal  of  Ouini't  y  states  there  Is  no  doubt 
that  the  giroling  of  fruit  trees  is  a  cause 
of  abundant  fruitage,  but  it  by  no  means 
follows  from  this  tact  that  a  general  prin- 
ciple can  b.'  (^oduf^cd,  that  trees  would  be 
improve!,  or  the  crop  increased  for  a 
serits  of  years,  by  such  IrtatLucnt  It  is 
well  known  that  gardeners  frequently  gir- 
dle a  branch  by  reujoving  a  narrow  ring 
of  bark  around  it,  when  they  wioh  to  in 
crease  the  size  and  beauty  of  the  fiuit; 
but  it  is  done  at  the  expense  cf  i's  vitality, 
and,  unle>s  the  operation  is  stiillfuliy  per- 
formed, will  invariably  destroy  it  before 
the  season  of  bearing  the  next  year. 

The  crude  s>ip,  taken  up  from  the  soil  by 
the  ro  )ts  of  the  tree,  ascends  princpally 
through  the  vascular  tissue  of  the  albur- 
num or  sap-wood    to    the   leaves  of  the 
branches,  and  there  both  this  and  the  car- 
bon of  the  carbonic  acid,  absorbed  from 
the  air  by  the  leaves,  are  organized  into 
the  proper  subVance  for  the  growth  of 
the  wood  and  frait.    It  then  descends  on 
the  outside,  principally  through  the  sieve 
tissue  of  the  camluura  layer,   forming  a 
new  layer  of  wt>od  and  bark ;  while  a  part 
also  goes  to  the  nouri'-hment  of  the  fruit. 
If  there  is  no  obstruction  of  the  elaborated 
sap  :n  its  downward  course,  it  is  equally 
distributed  to  the  branches,  fruit,  stem, 
and  roots ;  but,  if  the  bark  and  cambium 
liyer  are  removed  by  girdling,  it  is  stop- 
ped ia  i's  (' '  '^^  n%   anl  consKiuently  re- 
ceived into  the  branches  and  fmit  in  ex- 
cess, and  tliey  aie.ilias  iucreased  at  the 
expense  of  the  part  below.    In  this  way 
we  arrount  fn-  tUe  in<%-ea.seof  the  fruit  by 
girdbng. 

Proles^  T  John  Lindley,  when  speak- 
ing r-C  this  subject  in  hi-:  late  treatise  on 
horticulture,  quotes  ^Ir.  T.  A.  Knight  ap- 
provi-gly,  as  follows:  "  When  the  course 
of  the  de'.'ceuding  current  is  intercepted, 
ihftt  naturally  stagnates,  and  accumulates 
above  the  dectrticated  space,  whence  it  is 
rop'i.sed  and  carried  upward,  to  be  e.\ 
peuded  in  aa  increased  production  of  blos- 
soms and  fiut.'  This  theory  is  adopted 
by  tbe  best  physio). >gist8  of  the  present 
time,  and  can  be  demonsirited  with  al- 
most mathematic.l  certainty.  Therefore, 
this  unnatural  dbVelopment  of  fruit,  in 
stead  of  indicating  an  improvement  of  the 
trees,  mast  be  looked  up.)n  as  a  premoni 
tory  sympt  .m  of  disordered  physical  ac- 
tion, and  of  premature  death. 

If  the  tark  and  cambium  layer  have 
been  removed  by  g'rdling,  as  s.ems  to  be 
the  case  with  the  trees,  the  downward 
circulatory  coimeciinn  on  the  outside  be- 
tween the  upper  and  Iwver  part  is  de- 
stroyed, and  the  upper  part  at  least  must 
die.  If,  however,  the  cambium  layer  hus 
not  been  destroyed,  and  has  been  so  cov- 
ered by  wax  aim  bandages  as  to  prevent 
cvaporati->n  and  drying  of  the  surface  of 
the  decorticated  jiart,  there  is  a  chance 
for  some  of  them  to  live.  It  is  true  that 
some  low  cases  are  recorded  of  trees 
which  have  lived  several  years  after  the 
h;irk  and  cambium  layer  have  been  re- 
mr-veJ,  buii  they  are  of  very  doubtful  au- 
khoritv. 

M.  Kmes^.  Faivre,  a  French  physiologist, 
gives  a  btatement  of  his  recent  investiga- 
tions on  this  subject,  published  in  the 
Qardintr^H  Vhrorivie,  about  two  months 
ago,  in  which   he  fays:    "In   mulberry 
trees,  as  in  alt  trees  deprived  of  latex,  an- 
nular inci^i'  ns  generally  pro'luce  the  fol- 
lowing manifestations:    1.  Formation  of 
a  swtlliug  or  tissue  restorer,  at  the  upper 
lip  of  the  Wound.     3.  Diimetrical  growth 
ot  the  p'i'ts  above  tbe  zone  of  b^rk  taken 
>S.    .1.  Hardening  of  the  wood   in  that 
rvgi<^n.     4.   Btationaiy  condition  of  the 
parts  btjloiv,  if  ttey  ale  deprived  of  leaves 
and  buds;  or,  if  not,  vigorrjus  shoots  from 
below    the  lower    lip  of  the  wound.    5. 
More  e»sy,  more  early,  and  more  abun- 
dint  iljweri'ig  and  Iruciificaiion.    0.  De- 
sijujtDn,  after  a  variable  time,  of  all  the 
paits  ab.)ve  the  annu!ation." 

From  the  foregoing  observations  it  ap- 
pears tnat  /rodling  uecs  in  any  form  is 
ruinous,  and  almost  always  fatal;  there- 
fore 1  heariily  concur  iu  tbe  advice  gi?en 
in  the  Joumn/  that  evrcbardists  should  not 
experiment  (»a  their  trees  too  freely  be- 
fore they  see  what  the  floal  result  will  be 
With  thofc  already  girdled.— Scientific 
Arruricm.

When  an  animal  is  found  licking  its 
fellow,  it  is  proof  that  uneasiness  is  pres- 
ent in  the  stomach,  and  the  licking  of  its 
neighbor  is  a  habit  contracted  by  instinct, 
with  a  vi«iw  of  removing  the  unpleasant- 
ness.    Unfotlunattiy,'  instmct  ia  not  at  all 
times  sufHuienl  to  avoid  dangerous  prac- 
tices.   To  overcoiivi  this  evil   propensity 
in  tiie  young  animal,  a  very  simple  expe- 
dient i"!  at  hand.    If  we  take   for  granted 
that  the  stomach   is  at   all    times    fuliy 
chnrged  with  aeid  matter,  wc  shall,  with- 
out   much    hctifKtion,    fltid    a    remedy. 
Calves  being  generally  housed  together 
for  a  time,  prcv:ous  to  turning  out  it  is 
only  necessary  to  procure  some  shallow 
troughs,  into  which  is  pkced  a  ([uantity 
of  common  chalk,  which  the  young  stock 
will  not  fail  to  make  themselves  acquaint- 
ed  with     A  constant  supply  should  be 
kept  in  the  troughs.    If  one  animal  has  a 
super  abundaiiee  of  acid  secretion,  it  will 
most  ceitaiuly  swallow  some  of  the  chalk, 
which  I  need  not  assert  will  as  certainly 
neutralize  the  excess  of  acid.    If  an  ani 
mal  has  not  acid  in  excess,  and  partakes 
of  the  chalk,  it  will  do  no  harm.    It  is 
often  too  late  to  adn  inister  remedies  to 
young  stock  when  suffering  from  such 
di-ea.tes  as  are  pr-duced  by  concretions  In 
the  stcmch,    and    the  placing  of  chalk 
within  ib.ir  reach   cannot  be  made  too 
e-irly.    I  hope  your  readers  will  not  fail 
to  lake  this  hint,  as  I  know  from  long  ex- 
perience it  is  the  best  and  cheapest  safe- 
guard.   I Q  regard  to  iambs,  the  same  r^- 
uiarLs  apply  with  etjual  force,  but  there 
are  cittlculties  in  the  way,  as  they  are 
geiicrally  more  numerous  and  are  always 
in  the  open  air;  however,  where  troughs 
are  employed  for  the  u.e  <>f  ewes,  lamps 
of  chalk  can  be  placed.— Cor.  Agricultuml 
Oazitte.

one  fourth  tumbler  of  wine. 

To  Take  In  K-8TAIN801T  OF  Mahogany. 
— Put  a  few  drops  of  spirits  of  niter  in  a 
teaspoonful  of  water,  touch  the  spot  with 
a  feathr  dipped  ii  the  mixture,  and  on 
the  ink  disappearing,  rub  it  over  imme- 
diately with  a  rag  wettoti  in  cold  water, 
or  there  will  be  a  white  mark,  which  will 
not  be  easily  efTdceel. 

To  Roast  LAKitK  Fowls.— Take  the 
fowls  when  they  are  ready  dressed,  put 
them  down  to  a  good  fire,  dredge  and 
baste  them  well  with  lard;  they  will  be 
near  an  hour  in  roa&ting ;  make  a  gravy 
of  the  necks  and  gizzards,  strain  it,  put  in 
a  spoonful  of  brown  flour ;  when  you  dish 
them,  put  on  the  gravy,  and  serve  them 
up  with  egg  sauce  in  a  boat. 

If  it  be  required  to  get  good  radishes  in 
w^inter,  during  the  severe  cold,  an  old  cask 
shoulel  be  sawed  iu  two,  and  one  half  of 
it  filled  with  good  e.irth.  The  radish  seed, 
beginning  to  shoot  as  before,  must  be  then 
sown  in,  the  other  half  of  the  barrel  put 
on  the  top  of  the  full  one,  and  the  whole 
apparatus  carried  down  into  the  cellar. 
For  watering,  lukewarm  water  should  be 
used,  as  before.  In  the  course  of  five  or 
six  days  the  radishes  will  be  fit  to  eat. 

Late  Transplanting.— It  is  quite  often 
necessary  to  transplant  trees  and  shrubs 
after  they  have  commenced  growth  in 
spring.  If  cloudy,  wet  weather  is  select- 
ed in  which  to  perform  this  operation ; 
there  is  little  danger  of  loss.  Evea  two 
or  three  days  of  cloudy  weather  with  lit- 
tle or  no  rain  will  have  a  wonderful  effect 
in  preserving  the  lives  of  transplanted 
trees.  We  always  choose  cloudy  or  rainy 
weather  for  transplanting  any  plants  that 
have  been  overlookeJ,  or  for  any  other 
ciuse  have  begun  to  grow,  and  we  would 
much  rather  wait  two  or  three  weeks  for 
rain  than  to  transplant  in  warm,  dry 
weather.  This,  of  course,  refers  only  to 
late  spring  transplating. — Hearth  and 
Home. 

How  TO  Prbiwke  Corn  for  Chows.— 
A  correspondent  Sends  to  an  exchange  the 
following  account  of  the  manner  in  which 
a  friend  prepared  a  dainty  dish  for  the 
crows  which  infested  her  husband's  corn- 
field :    "  On  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  in- 
stead of  her  usual  sewing,  my  friend  took 
a  plate  of  corn,  a  large    needle,    and  a 
bunch  of  horsehair,  which  her  husband 
brought  in  that  morning, and  sat  down  to 
work,    or    play,    as    it    looked     to     me. 
Threading  a  hair  into   the    needle,  she 
would  pass  it  through  a  kernel  of  corn, 
slip  the  needle  off  the  hair,  place  the 
ends  together  and  tie  a  knot,  lay  it  by, 
and  proeeed  the  same  with   another,  till 
she  had  some  dozens  prepared.     Asking 
an  explanation,  I  learned  that  it  was  to 
scatter  about  over  the  newly  planted  corn- 
fleld,together  with  other  corn  that  was  not 
threaded,  tor  the  crow.s.    After  swallow- 
ing a  few  kernels  of  that   with   the   hair 
attached,  they  h  f t  in  disgust,    without 
troubling  that  which  was  planted  " 

Pruning  Treks. — A  subscriber  asks  if 
he  shall  prune  apple-trees  after  they  have 
been  planted  some  time  and  taken  root. 
He  also  desires  information  in  regard  to 
the  best  time  to  prune  both  apple  and 
peach  trees.    We  prefer  to  prune  young 
apple  trees  at  the  lime  they  are  planted  ; 
but  if  this  has  been  neglected,   we  would 
perform  the  operation  just  as  soon  as  we 
discovered  our  neglect,  no  matter  at  what 
time  of  year  this  might  occur.    Juiie  and 
July  are  both  good  months  in  which  to 
prone  the  trees  named.    If  braaches  are 
shortened  at  this  season,  a  renewed  vigor- 
ous growth  will  be  more  likely  lo  follow 
than  if  the  operation  is  deferred  until 
later.    Tltere  ^re  certainly  seasons  which 
are  far  preferable  to  others  for  pruning ; 
but  our  rule  is  to  cut  off  or  shorten  a 
branch  jtist  as  soon  after  we  discover  that 
it  needs  it  as  posriblc.  For  a  gen(  ral  rule, 
pruning  of  deciduous  trees  may  be  done 
in  the  winter  months,  or  just  after  the 
lejives  are  fully  developed  in  spring  or 
early  summer. — IJearth  and  Home. 

C.  T.  Alvord,  Wilmington,   Vt,  has 
found,  says  the  Hural  Netc  Torker,  that  a 
hen's  gizzard   is  a  good   br>ne   mill,  and 
their  gastric  juice  a  practical  substitute  I 
for  the  burning  acid.    Then  with  a  little  I 
of  that  patented  material  known  as  "dry 
earth'"  placed  under  the  roosts,  a  domestic 
guano  is  produced  which  proves  to  be  one 
of  the  most  valuable  manures  that  are 
made  on  the  farm  or  that  can  be  bought 
in  the  market.      As  the  bones  are  col- 
lected they  are  carried  to  a  flat  stone 
under  his  shed  and  pounded  with  an   e)ld 
ax  or  hammer  just  fine  enough   for  the 
hopper  of  his  hen-power  a  ill;   and  this 
is  all  the  time  or  labor  required  to  secure 
a    most    valuable    superphosphate.       As 
hens  in  winter  are  unable  to  obtain  insects, 
worms,  bu^s,  etc.,  on  which  they  feed  in 
summer,    they    eat    the    pounded    bone 
greedily,  and  pay  for  it  not   only  by  the 
manure  produced,  but  by  an  increased 
quantity  of  fresh  eggs,  always  asceptable 
and  always  valuable  during  the  winter 
months.
